of investors and film induslry 
producers. 

Bul betore they gel off the 
ground, the companies, which each 
have a capital of half a billion 
pounds ($150 million), want 
approval to able to sell shares on the 
stock market. 

The two banks each hold 20 
percent of the capital while private 
investors have 35 percent and film 
producers 15 percent and the 
remaining shares are expected to 
float on the bourse. 

Wahba said the businesses are 
also awaiting parliamentary 
approval of a law exempting them 
from customs duties on imported 
equipment and a decision allowing 
them to buy land at low prices to 
build their sudios. 

Within (he next two months 
Parliament is also due to adopt a 
new law on tax exemptions which 
Wahba said will open the door to 
"major changes in the next five 
years." 

The government opened up the 
film industry al the start of the year 
with the sale of 44 movie thealers 
and three studios. 

But when the new companies 
announced their intention to go 
private about three months ago they 
raised a storm of protest from 
supporters of the government 
monopoly who feared 1hat 
foreigners would take over the 
Egyplian industry and undermine 
its quality. 

Wahba dismissed these 
concerns, saying it was vital to 
renovate lhe film industry both in 
terms of the quality of studios and 
equipment to produce beticr films 
which would attract bigger 
audiences and generate grealcr box 
office takings.

CAIRO — Two private film 
production enterprises backed by a 
300 million dollar investment are 
ready to roll in a bid to revitalize 
Egypt's stagnant film industry, 
once a pioneer in he Arab world. 

Their creation marks the latest 
stage in the privatization of the 
heavily-nationalized sector, 

ing its centenary lhis year at 
the Cairo International Film 
Festival. 

Saad Eddin Wahba, president of 
the filim festival, said the project 
would give Egypt its first major 
private production companies 
which also specialize in film 
distribution and marketing. 

Aithough small private film 
production companics already exist 
in Egypt — which gave the Arab 
worîd its first film in 1919 — their 
activities are very limited and they 
depend on government-run studios 
for their work. 

Egypt is entering only two films 
at Cairo's festival, which opened 
Monday and runs to December 15, 
although the gala features several

Chee-Eye, Internal Power 


The word ‘Chee-Eye’ carries a 
series of meanings such as work, 
breath, power of life, air, etc. If is 
a ferm which the kung fu trainees 
learning the skills of martial arts 
often face with. So, they should 
get it well. All the invisible or 
unknown powers were 
introduced as Chee-Eye in ancient 
China. Undoubtedly, the concept 
of kung fu in nat limited to China. 
‘Prana’ in Indian yoga, ‘reooaka’ 
in Jewish, ‘penyuma’ in Greek, 
and some words in English like ‘phenomenon’ Rê many things 
in common with Chee-Eye principles. So far, we have talked about 
the unconscious trait of Chee-Fye education although its exercises 
bring about correct inspiration. The word Chee-Eye is based on 
understanding internal power or the things the Western sciences 
may define as material flowing powers. There is no magic or 
mystery about Chee-Eye. All of us have read many stories in dailies 
that ordinary people changed themselves into extraordinary ones 
in emergencies and crises and did strange things. There are a lof 
of examples regarding these impossible deeds. Take a witness of 
an accident rushes to rescue the wounded alone or some mothers 
who bend the rails to save a child or the soldiers who pass the 
minefields to rescue an injured soldier or a mountaineer carries 
his injured friend from arduous steep paths.

HANOI -- "Vietnam will 
remember 1996 as the year of 
disasters," an official document 
concluded as the country's worst 
rainy season yet in terms of loss of 
life and property drew to a close. 

Four typhoons, as many lropi- 
cal depressions, about 30 cycloncs 
as well as floods in the Red River 
in northem Vietnam and the Mek- 
ong in the south since July have 
caused 1,023 deaths, mostly chil- 
dren, latest figures show. 

With nearly 120 people re- 
ported missing and 900 injured, 
the toll is set to rise. I is already 
higher than the 1,013 deaths re- 
corded in 1985. 

Since regular statistics were 
first kept in the early 1970s, 1996 
is the blackest. 

"This year has been excep- 
tional on several accounls," said 
Nguyen Ngoc Dong, an official 
with the disaster management 
unit. "The calamities have bcen of 
diverse nature, they hit early, 
lasted a long time and affected 
nearly the wholc of the country." 

From the border with China in 
the north to the southernmost 
point on the Mckong Delta, adja- 
cent to Cambodia, up to 80% of 
Vietnam has been battered by ty'- 
phoons, cyclones, tropical depres- 
sions and monsoon floods over the 
past four months.

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The United States and some

The beşt specimens age the 
besi-prceseryed embryonic dino- 
saurs in cxistcnce,”” he said. 

But gclling a university to un- 
derlake such a project was “a 
lenglhy and chancy business” that 
cûuld take years, he added.

Desperately strapped and un- 
able to continue their research 
without more money’, lhe assorted 
paleontologists and collectors are 
making a difficult sacrifice by 
auctioning off two of their pre- 
cious eggs.

‘bones clearly visible, but some of 
the soft tissue survives. 

“They are two of the most 
complete and by far the best pre- 
served eggs wilh embryos of any 
dinosaur to be discovered," Man- 
ning said.

:Ice Detected on the Moon by 
Military Satellite 


"It took very long time to analyze 
the data and to establish some form 
of consensus on its implications, 
and apparently the consensus is, 
‘yes, it is ice,” Lehner said. 

The Clemenline was launched 
two years ago to conduct 
experiments associated with the 
U.S. "Star Wars” missile defense 
programs. 

In the process of conducting the 
experiments, the spacecraft 
targcted the surface of the mpgon 
with şensors, cameras and radar 
waves, taking the first pictures of 
the South Pole on the dark side of 
the moon. 

It did not find any sign of water 

unüil at least four months into the 
mission, when the Clementine 
began probing what Lehner 
described as the deepest crater in 
the solar system.

WASHINGTON ~~ A U.S. military 
spacecraft has detected ice on the 
moon for the first time in a 
discovery that could have 
far-reaching implications for the 

'colonization of space, a Pentagon 
official said recently. 

Radar waves bounced into a deep 
crater on the dark side of the moon 
picked up a deposit of ice that was 
"roughly the size of a small lake or 
pond and probably tens of feet 
deep," said Rick Lehner, a 
Pentagon spokesman. 

Based on the density of the 
formation, the probability that the 
ice was formed from water was 
90%, he said. Ice can also be formed 
from gas. 

The fînd — the first time ice has 
been detected on {he moon -- opens 
the door to human habitation of lhe 
moon, according to Lehner. 

"You could use the water for 
hydrogen and oxy gen for breathing, 
for potable drinking water, for 


manufacturing spacecraft fuel 
which would make it much more 
economical to send spacecrafls 10 
the moon in the future and use it as 
a filling station, so to speak," said 
Lehner. 

"This iS all obviously an early 
analysis," he said, adding that he 
did not know how NASA or others 
would use the discovery. 

The lunar ice was discovered in 
1995 by the Clementine, a military 
spacecrafl. but had been kept under 
wraps for nearly two years.

| IAEA Nuclear Inspection Plan 
Fails to Win Total Approval 


VIENNA -- Plans to boost the 


power of the International Atomic 


Energy Agency (AEA) to inspect 
nuclear facilities appeared to have 
failed to rally approval at a meet- 
ing of the UN body here, sources 
said Tuesday. 

Diplomatic sources said the. 
move was likely to be adjourned 
again by the IAEA's board of 
govemors which met here in thè 
presence of delegates of the or- 
ganization's 35 member states. 

The new rules are not now ex- 
pected to be approved until next 
Junê, which means they will not 
take effect until 1998-1999 at the 
earliest because of delays in rati- 
fication, IAEA Spokesman David 
Kyd said. 

Some opponents t0 thèê 
changes feared more inspections 
would further encumber the nu- 
clear industry, which is already 
tighlly monitored, and lead to 
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end battles near the border with 
Uganda. 

Fighting has been intensifying 
since more than half the Rwandan 
refugees who had fled to Zaire 
returned to their own courıtry two 
weeks ago, going a long way to 
removing the original cause of 
the Zaire fighting. 

The Rwandan-backed ethnic 
Tutsi rebels, originally immi- 
grants from Rwanda, took up 
arms in October to fight for citi- 
zenship' rights in Zaire and have 
seized a strip of territory in east- 
em Zaire.

Although it's not known 
precisely how many ailments.

be traced to sIcep deprivation. 
research eslimales the cost at 
billions of dollars annually. Says 


always assumed that some‏ و 
people naturally falî asleep‏ 
more easily than others and that f‏ 
was simply on the far end of nor-‏ 
mal. I sailed through the day on five‏ 
hours" sleep and was in dreamland‏ 
ar night before my head hit the‏ 
pillow.‏ 

Then up again without an alarm 
at 4:30 — a regular dy namo. 

I also figurcd it was normal to 
doze off at concerts or shows. 
especially if had caten beforchand. 
and to rap during car, train and 
plane rides. or when I rcad in the 
afternoon. Then onc day when 
various demands cut further inlo 
my sleep time, I found thal my 
shorttcrm memory was failing and 
Icouldn't concentrate. 

Not until I came across a rCportl 
on sleep deprivation did I finally 
find our somcthing was wrong. The 
report included a sleepiness quiz. 
and 1 flunked it miserably. The 
results suggested severe slecp 
disorder. Only then. once I slarted 


whilc others reed ten. Although’ 


` eight hours is lhe usual need, the 


avcrage person ge's only seven. 
And despite valiant attemplis, 
peopic can't rain themsclves 1o 
necd less. 

Compticaling matters, few ofthe 
sleep-deprived recognized their . 
condition, Pcople who deny bcing 
tired have bcen tested 1o sce how 
long il takes them to fall aslccp at 
varying Limes during the day. Given 
the opporlunily to lic down and 
close lheircyes. more (han half drop 
biological clock, a brain 


„. mechanism trained by cycles of 


daylight and darkness. A normally 
functioning circadian clock, as 
measured by a cyclical drop in body 
1lemperature, would have us drowsy 
at.midaflcmnoon (siesta time), most 
alert a few hours before bedtime 
and slecpiness around fîve in the 
moming. The second force, our 
homcoslalic drive for slcep, makes 
us slccpicr the longer we remain 
awake. 


Dr. Charles A. Czeisler, 
ncurocndocrinologist at Boston’s 
Brigham and Womcn’s Hospital, 
studicd the intcraclion of these two 
rhythms and concluded that the 
homcostalic drive prompts us to fall 
aslccp most readily in the lat 
evening, but it would cause us to 
awakcn aficr a few hours if not for 
(he circadian sicepiness kicking in " 
during the laticr half of the night. 
` Czcislcr and collcague Dr. 
Doerk-Jan Dijk have shown that the 
only way to maintain the long 
period of slccp we necd is to go to 
bed five to scven hours before the 
decpest trough of alertness. This, 
Czcisler says. "is precisely the 
probicm for night workers, who try 
to slecp in the moming. They wake 
up after four hours, and even {hough 
they're cxhaustcd, they can’t 
sleep." 

Cizcisler adviscs 24-hour 
industries to Jenglhen the time 
workeıs are kepi on the same shift 
before rolalion. giving circadian 
rhythms a better chance to adapt. 
And if lerc’s no brighl lighting 
sysiem in the workplace, he 
recomıncnds moving workers from 
shifls starting carly in the moming 
to those starting in lhe allermnoon — 
and len to oncs in the nighL When 
cyening workers arc cxposcd 1o 
cnhanced bright light. wear goggles 
on lhe way homc and keep their 


Industrial disasters like the 
nuclcar accidents at Three Mile 
Island and Chernobyl, the gas leak 
at Bhopal and the Exxon Valdez oil 
spill occured at night under the 
eyes of workers who were supposed 
to remain alert long aficr their 
natural bedlime. Night workers also 
have higher ralcs of gastrointestinal 
and cardiovascular disorders than 
day workers. 

„ Off ıhe job. tired commuters — 
both day and nigh workers — are 
at risk for car accidenls. Judging 
off quickly. cspecially collcge 
students. Data sugges Uıat mos! 
collcgians need ten hours a nigh 
but avcragc only aboul six. 

Two independent forces regulate 
our need and desire for sleep. One 
is our circadian pacemaker, or 
front the nature of many vehicular 
mishaps — like an absence of skid 
marks or cvidence of swerving 10 
avoid a collision — sicepincss is 
belicvcd 1o play a role in many 
accidents, wilh eslimalcs ranging 
from 60.000 to about a 
quartcer-million. The U.S.

They make it. 

- Unforlunately hedgerows have 
bcen disappearing at a ralc that 
many find alarming, in England 
alone, roughly a quarter of lhe 
hedgcrows—96,000 miles. 
cnough to girdle ihc carth nearly 
four times-—vanished in the forty 
ycars lo 1985. 

Until the 1950s most British 
ficlds were small and regularly 
rolalcd between crops and pasture. 
Hedges played a central role in 
containing and shcltcring grazing 
animals. But with the 
development of modcm fertilizers 
the necd to rest the land was 
removed. Throughout much of 
lowland Britain. especially in the 
fertile, loamy flallands of East 
Anglia. farmers sold off their 
livestock and turned to producing 
cndlcss cycles of a single crop. 

Today Cambridgcshirc is the 
least woodcd county of 
Brilain—cven Greater London has 
more woodland pcr acre—ils few 
remaining hedges standing as 
forlom rclics. But much e same 
loss of loveliness has affected 
other areas as monocullure 
farming has spread across the 
countryside. The loss has bccn 
devastating. nol just to beauly but 
also to wildlife. More than 800 
kimds of plants, from the common 
cowslip to rare fems and orchids, 
have been found in hedges or 
verges. And most of Britain's 
woodland birds use hedgerows al 
cast some of the time, as do most 
of iıs small mammals. 


No onc knows exactly when 
hedgerows first became a feature 
of the British kındscape, Parish

distinction. Up close they give it 
iife, filling fields and byways with 
birdsong and darting butierllies 
and the furtive rustlleş of small 
mammals. The wildflowers that 
spill from thcir bascfoxglovcs, 
{everfews. bultcrCUpS. 
flcabanes—dust the air with scent 
and transform counlry kinds into 
cottage gardens. Hedgerows don't 
merely cnhance the countryside.
